} MBTA takes over train

WILMINGTON - Residents, busi- 
| ness owners, and several local

rail station design. 

The station, which is expected to 
cost approximately $5.2 million, 
would be built on the site of the 
i existing depot on Route 38 and ex- 
; tend north displacing several of 

the.businesses in the area to make 

way for the proposed 227-space 

parking lot accompanying the 
! facility. MBTA officials have said 
{ that they intend to relocate any of 

the businesses displaced but have 
i not taken any land as of yet. 

“I haven’t given anyone permis- 
sion to talk to’any owners,” said 
MBTA Project Manager William 
Howell. “We're not’ ready to take 
property yet.” 

According to the current 30 per- 
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cent design, Action Glass, Wilm- 
ington Grain, and the Veteran's of 
Foreign Wars post would be relo- 
cated while Big Joe’s restaurant 
and Bagels to Boston remain on 
the site. 

“I own a business on the main 
drag and I would hate to be relo- 
cated to some backstreet,” said 
Selectman Michael McCoy, the 
proprietor of Michael's Place. “I 
wouldn’t want to put anyone in a 
situation that would affect their 
livelihood.” - 

Planning Board member Carol 
Hamilton agreed. “In taking away 
these businesses...you are elimi- 
nating half of the downtown busi-

Public Safety Building 
Selectmen vote favors naming 


of new building for Rocco

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Selectmen voted 4-1 Monday night 
in favor of naming the town’s new 
fire-safety building in honor of the 
late Rocco V. DePasquale. 

DePasquale was a former Wilm- 
ington selectman, first “good guy” 
and a candidate for state repre- 
sentative, and the longtime owner 
of Rocco’s Restaurant. He was 65- 
years-old when he died on June 7. 

The public safety building has 
been designed to house both police 
and fire personnel, but construc- 
tion has yet to begin on the facili- 


ty. 

“Rocco contributed a great deal 
to this town and I think it’s appro- 
priate to pay tribute to his ser- 
vice,” said Chairman Michael 


Newhouse. “Selectman (James) 
Rooney’s suggestion to name the 
building for Rocco seems appro- 
priate.”

WILMINGTON - A 38 year old 
Wilmington Police Officer is free 
on $10,000 bail after his appear- 
ance in a New Hampshire Court. 

Harold “Buddy” Hubby, a 10 year 
veteran of the force, is charged 
with being an accomplice to re- 
ceiving stolen property. Hubby 
was arrested by Massachusetts 
State Police without incident 
Tuesday morning July 14th and 
arraigned in Woburn District 
Court on fugitive from justice 
charges.

Mother hopes for a 
quick resolution

WILMINGTON - The mother of 
a 11-year-old who received notifi- 
cation that her son’s business sign 
is in violation of the town’s laws is 
hoping to resolve the matter. 

As reported in the Town Crier 
July 8, Steven Stokes and Joshua 
Harrington constructed a bait 
stand in front of Joshua’s house 
on Middlesex Avenue in 
Wilmington. Combining their 
lasts names, the sign on the stand 
reads “Harrinsto's Bait Shop.” 

Diane Harrington received a let- 
ter from the Wilmington Building 
Inspector, Daniel Paret July 6, 
informing her that the sign was in 
violation of Section 4.1.3 and 
6.3.4.1, of the Zoning Bylaws.

The trailers were stolen from 
Haverhill, Billerica, Springfield, 
and Brattleboro, VT.

According to Wilmington Deputy 
Police Chief Bernard Nally, 
Hubby has been relieved of duty. _, 
“He has been a fine officer, and 
has done his job well. Beyond 
that, I really can't comment, I'm 
not aware of all of the details” 
Nally said. 

If convicted, Hubby faces a max- 
imum of 15 years in jail on each 
count. 


According to Paret, he received 
an anonymous complaint about 
the sign.

Watch out for scams 


WASHINGTON, D.C. - Youdon't 
have to pay for information about 
job vacancies with the U.S. Gov- 
ernment or U.S. Postal Service, but 
scam artists are victimizing many 
Americans by selling information 
about federal job opportunities. 
These scam artists advertise in the 
classified sections of newspapers 
and offer - for a fee - to help job 
seekers find and apply for federal 
jobs. Some fraudulent companies 
even try to confuse consumers by 
using names like the “U.S. Agency 
for Career Advancement,” or the 
“Postal Employment Service,” 
which sound like federal agencies 

Scam artists may lie about the 
availability of federal job openings 
in your area. For example, the 
Postal Service has few vacancies 
for career positions. For many of 
the entry jobs you must take a 
written examination first, Test 470. 
Postal Service hiring takes place 
through 85 district offices at the 
local level. If a private party tells 
you that postal jobs are available, 
check with the Postal Service to 
determine if hiring is taking place 
and if the exam is required for 
eligibility. Because of the high vol- 
ume of applicants taking the test, it 
is only offered every few years in 
any given district 

Information about U.S. govern- 
ment jobs is available free. Federal 


agencies and the U.S: Postal Ser- S# 


vice never charge application fees, 
or guarantee that an applicant will 
be hired. If positions require a com- 
petitive examination and many do 
not, hiring agencies typically offer 
free sample questions to consum- 
ers who sign up for the exam 

Itis deceptive for anyone to guar- 
antee you a high score on Tests 460 
and 470, the postal entrance exams 
for rural carrier associate, clerk, 
city carrier, mail handler, flatsorter 
machine operator, mail processor 


or markup clerk. These exams test pel 


your general aptitude, not your 
knowledge of facts. Attending work- 
shops, studying exam techniques, 
and taking practice questions will 
not assure you of atop score on any 
postal exam. Indeed, a top score 
does not guarantee that you will be 
hired. You must meet other re- 
quirements, including passing a 
background check and a drug test. 
Veterans receive hiring prefer- 
ences. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
and the U.S. Office of Personnel 
Managementsay certaintechniques 
are tip-offs to federal and postal job 
rip-offs. . 

* Classified ads or oral sales 
pitches that imply an affiliation 
with the federal government, guar- 
antee high test scores or jobs, or 
state that “no experience is neces- 


ry.” 
* Ads that offerinformationabout 
“hidden” or unadvertised federal 
jobs. 

* Ads that refer to a toll free 
phone number. Often, inthese cases, 
an operator encourages you to buy 
a “valuable” booklet containing job 
listings, practice test questions, and 
tips for entrance exams. 

* Toll free numbers that direct 
you to other pay-per-call numbers 
for more information. Under fed- 
eral law, any solicitations for pay- 
-call numbers must contain full 
disclosure about cost. Also, the so- 
licitation must make clear if there 
is an affiliation with the federal 
government. You must have a 
chance to hang up before you incur 
any charges.

WOBURN — More than 30,000 of the original 41,039 Mass-- 
achusetts welfare families facing a December cutoff of cash 
benefits have already permanently or temporarily closed 
their cases. 

State law restricts cash assistance to able-bodied 
recipients whose youngest child is at least two years old, ap- 
proximately one-half the case load, to 24 months in a 60- 
month period. Of the 41,039, only 11,035 have received 
checks continuously through April, which is 17 of the 24 al- 
lotted months. . 

“We expect this remarkable exodus of welfare recipients 
into the work force to continue as families strive for, reach 
and maintain self-sufficiency,” said Department of Transi- 
tional Assistance Commissioner Claire McIntire. 

McIntire also said that DTA will issue proposed regula- 
tions this summer that will spell out the criteria for exten- 
sions to the time limit allowable under the state’s 1995 wel- 
fare reform law. 

: “For the most part, welfare recipients have focused on 
finding work and we don’t expect that the formal introduc- 
tion of the extension policy will change that mindset,” said 
McIntire 

The Massachusetts welfare rolls have declined for 57 
straight months and have gone down by more than 37 per- 
cent since the state’s welfare reform law was signed in Feb- 
ruary 1995. There are currently 64,588 families receiving 
public assistance, down more than 59,000 cases from the. 
state’s all-time high of 123,823 in March 1981. 

The Woburn Office, which services the towns of Bedford, 
Burlington, Lexington, North Reading, Reading, Stoneham, 
Wilmington, Winchester and Woburn, reports 279 time 
limited cases, 95 cases receiving benefits continuously 
through March 31, 1998, 95 cases receiving benefits con- 
tinuously through May 30, 1998, and 34.1 percent receiving 
checks 17 months out of 17 months. 

Welfare recipients who went to work during the past year 
are earning an average hourly wage of $7.06. 

The time-limited provision of the state law was imple- 
mented in December 1996. While it restricts cash assistance 
to 24 months, it does not cut off either Food Stamps or

‘Winchester Police warn area residents 


to beware of scams, thieves

WINCHESTER — Area po- 
lice are warning residents to 
beware of thieves and their 
scams after several recent inci- 
dents. 

In Winchester three inci- 
dents that fit the profile associ- 
ated with Gypsy crimes were 
reported within the last week. 

According to Lt. James 
Pierce, two house breaks hap- 
pened while residents were ei- 
ther in the yard or in the cel- 
lar. 

The thieves took jewelry and 
ransacked the bedrooms. 

Pierce said the profile of 
these thieves includes the fol- 
lowing description: _ short, 
heavy set, dark curly hair, pos- 
sibly ‘pony tails, about 30 years 
of age, usually speaking with a 
soutl ern European accent, and 
often working in teams. 

Yard work and driveway 
sealing scams are well known, 
as well as one member of the 
team distracting a resident 
while an unseen partner gains 
access to the home and quickly 
ransacks it, looking for small, 
easily concealed valuables. 

Pierce said that during the 
summer teams of these people 
hit the road and work an area 


for several months before 
returning to the New Jer- 
sey/New York region. 

Pierce urged residents to be 
cautious and to keep their 
doors locked as much as pos- 
sible and to be very wary of 
unsolicited home improvement 


proposals. 

“One of the most popular 
scams is that they say they just 
finished a job in the neighbor- 
hood and have some left over 
supplies that could be used on 
your driveway for a great deal. 
It’s a scam,” Pierce said.

for UNICEF 


WILMINGTON - St. Elizabeth’s 
Episcopal Chapel at the corner of 
Forest Street and Aldrich Road in 
Wilmington, was among the many 
participating organizations when 
New England students raised over 
$300,000 for UNICEF last Hallow- 
een. 

The Halloween pumpkins and 
candy from last year are just a 
distant memory, but kids around 
the world are now benefiting from 
the money-laden orange boxes 
which were toted from door-to-door 
by Wilmington school children. This 
year New England students who 
went “trick-or-treating for 
UNICEF” raised over $300,000 for 
needy kids in developing countries, 
according to Vibha Gokhale, the 
program’s coordinator. 

These funds will provide much 
needed water, vaccinations, educa- 
tion and medical help to children in 
160 developing countries. Projects 
designed to abolish harmful child 
labor canbe funded now. The threat 
of malnutrition will be reduced sig- 
nificantly by introducing health 
education programs in places where 
poor nutrition causes the death of 
one out of every 50 children.

Selectman Robert Cain also re- 
mained staunchly opposed to the 
new station plan questioning its 
benefit for the community. “I have* 
not been in favor of Wilmington 
being chosen for a parking lot 
Why should we embrace this?” he 
said, adding that the MBTA needs 
to clean up the existing eyesore 
along the tracks as was promised. 

Howell defended the plan by say- 
ing that revenues from the lot, 
which he projected at about $1,200 
per week, could be used to main- 
tain the new station’s surround- 
ings and add more to the green- 
ery. 

“There is an opportunity for the 
town to take some of the revenue 
that the lot would generate and 
put it towards its own mainte- 


nance. I’m trying to do whatever I 
can. I agree [the existing track- 
side maintenance facility] is 
unsightly and it’s something that I 
wouldn't want in the downtown of 
my community,” Howell said. 

The fact that the transit authori- 
ty is unwilling to undergo a site 
plan review was another major 
sticking point during the public 
hearing. According to Town Man- 
ager Michael Caira at last 
month’s meeting, all projects of 
this magnitude are required to go 
through the review process, how- 
ever, Howell stated Monday that it 
is not something that the MBTA 
has done in the past and will not 
be done now. 

“The MBTA is not subject to a 
site plan review, but we will par- 
ticipate in a separate and infor- 
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mal site plan review,” said Howell 

Some town officials were also 
upset over the fact that the pro- 
ject, once thought to be a joint de- 
velopment between the MBTA and 
the town, has been taken over with 
the transit authority assuming 
control. 

“This is no longer a Wilmington 
project,” said Caira. “This is an 
MBTA project. We want one that is 
compatible with the needs of 


Wilmington.” 

According to Howell, ideally the 
design would be 100 percent by 
February and the new station 
would be completed over the 1999 
construction season. In the mean- 
time, Howell said that he will look 
into the feasability of moving the 
trackside maintainance facilty 
and will report back by 
September.

DePasquale. 
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“My intention was to name the 
pier, which was Rocco’s idea, 
after him,” said Wandell, a retired 
Wilmington fire chief. “ Years ago 
there were two gentlemen that 
were killed in ‘the ingot duty. I 
wanted the fire and police build- 
ing to serve as a memorial. It’s 
nothing against Rocco.” 

Also, the selectmen read over a 
request from Chestnut Street resi- 
dent James Hastings, who asked 
that the board consider naming 
the new Route 62 bridge in Rocco’s 
memory. Because the bridge had 
previously been named in honor of 
Rep. James Miceli, the selectmen 
voted that the public fire-safety be 
named for DePasquale. 

In the case that the bridge could 
not be rededicated, Hastings sug- 
gested that “something of lasting 
tribute be named in Rocco's mem- 
ory as a constant reminder to 
every Wilmingtonite and vistor 
alike of the high esteem this town 
has for a beloved community-spir- 
ited citizen.”

The Elms of Wilmington 


by CAPT. LARZ NEILSON 

TRNGTON On the corner 
of Glen Road and Harnden Street in 
Wilmington is a farmhouse which 
was constructed about 1795. The 
man who built it was related to the 
Carter family which lived on Main 
Street near the Tewksbury line. His 
name cannot be remembered. He 
moved to Charlestown or maybe 
Cambridge about 1800 and became 
an attorney of note. 

To Wilmington families that 
home on Glen Road became Pop’s 
House sometime after 1900. Chris- 
tian Neilson and his wife Christina 
were emigrants from Denmark 
about 1880 and livedin East Woburn. 
There were six children and the 
couple bought a farmhouse with 100 
acres off Chestnut Street in Wilm- 
ington. 

One hundred acres meant a lot 
of work. Mrs. Neilson acquired 
boarders from among the men who 
worked in the patent leather shops 
in Woburn but 100 acres was lots of 
land. 

Wilmington had a nice pond, 
Sandy Pond. Today it is called Sil- 
ver Lake. The Boston Ice Com- 
pany, in those days before electric 
refrigerators sold ice to families 
with ice boxes. 

The Boston & Lowell Railroad 
Company had been constructed 
many years before and to the Bos- 
ton Ice Company, Sandy Pond was 
another source for ice, if a track 
could be constructed. The Boston 
Ice Company purchased the farm- 
house on the hill in which their 
employees couldive and they per- 
suaded the railroad to construct a 
track to Sandy Pond. Then the ice 
company constructed a huge ice 
house, about where the Wilmington 
town beach is today. It was de- 
stroyed about 1925. 


That was the beginning of a more * 


rapid increase in population around 
Silver Lake. A railroad station was 
constructed, anda man named Wild, 
whose home is still on Silver Lake 
constructed a road to the’railroad, 
today called Wild Avenue. 

There was an increase in popu- 
lation around the lake, among whom 
were more than a few from Ireland. 
People from Silver Lake and South 
‘Tewksbury found the new station to 
be a handy place. About 80 persons 
would ride to Boston every morn- 
ing on the 8:11, arriving at 8:30. 
They could all be in the office where 
they worked at 9 a.m. 

About 1875 a family from the 
Lawrence-area moved to Chestnut 
Street in Wilmington and then later

moved to the Clark Street area, 
near the Andover (Wildcat) Rail- 
road. His name was Walter Hale. 
He had experience in the coal busi- 
ness, and near his home, he started 
aretail coal business. He branched 
out into an ice business, purchasing 
land at Silver Lake and Glen Road, 
where he constructed an ice house 
which later became several. 

Walter and Christina Neilson 
were acquainted before Walter 
moved toClark Street, where Walter 
lived for more than a few years. 
When he established his ice busi- 
ness, about 1912, both Christian and 
his brother Peter Neilson were, one 
could say, foremen in the job of 
cutting and storing ice into the ice 
houses. 

The crew was about 20 in num- 
ber, perhaps more. About 10 young 
men worked on the ice, and about 
the same number were “in the 
house” storing the ice. They were 
paid about 25 cents an hour. 

The ice was cut in the central 
part of the pond, and a channel 
(canal) led to the elevator struc- 
ture, where Pop (Christian) and 
another man would push the ice 
into the elevating structure with 
peavies. 

The ice onthe lake was “scored,” 
with a sort of a knife by a man who 
drove a horse across the pond and 
then back, each time about a yard 
from the previous cut. Then that 
area was scored across, at right 
angles, making ice floats, which 
were pushed into the canal which 
led to the elevating area. Christian 
and his helper would slice off the 
individual cakes with steel peavies. 

It was interesting, and one could 
say exciting. Small boys had to be 
kept away from the work areas. Ice 
cutting, each year began as early 
as possible in January and lasted 
about three weeks. 

Then in the summer the “Walter 
Hale” ice wagons would make daily 
routes in Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury, selling ice at each home as 
needed. Every home had a yellow 
card to be displayed in the front 
window, and depending on the posi- 
tion of that card the ice man would 
know that the piece of ice that was 
needed was a ten cent, a 15 cent or 
20 or 25 cent piece. No card in the 
window meant no ice. 

One of the youngsters in the 
Neilson family was a youth named 
Eddie. It was he who persuaded his 
father to purchase the farmhouse 
on the hill, (Glen Road). Eddie put 
in a lot of work to improve the 
situation.

“The town’s police officers 
and Chief Edward Marchand 
were paid a very large public 
compliment at a...Board of 
Selectmen meeting, as the 
Selectmen were appraised of the 
results of the recently conducted 
Staffing Review of the depart- 
ment,” notes the Reading edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“Earl Sweeney, president of 
EMS Consultants, the indepen- 
dent firm hired to conduct the 
review said ‘Reading is in the 
best shape of any town they had 
studied, calling the department 
a ‘disciplined, professional, well- 
run organization.’ He also 
acknowledged Chief Marchand 
as doing a particularly good job. 

“Sweeney noted that he did 
not see a reason to return to the 
pre-Proposition 2.5 staff of 44 
officers, but recommended 
adding one to the current total 
of 40.

rent trade imbalance of $50 bil- 
lion. 

And Markey too went with 
an eye toward opportunity for 
some local companies like John 
Hancock Insurance and Boston

Markey noted China is cur- 
rently in the top 10 when it 
comes to exporting goods into 
the U.S., but on a par with the 
Netherlands when it comes to 
accepting U.S. exports. 

“They keep up the barriers 
partially to protect their econo- 
my, but partially to protect 
their culture,” Markey said, 
noting the Chinese are very

aware that their country dates 
back some 5,000 years. 

The trip, Markey noted, was 
arranged to first provide a 
taste of the ancient culture of 
China in the city of Xi’an, then 
moving to Beijing and Shang- 
hai, to view what would be con- 
sidered modern China, and 
then to Hong Kong, to get a 
look at, in many ways, the fu- 
ture. 

One day, Markey noted, the 
convoy was in an area where 
the median income is $100 to 
$300 a year; then they moved 
on to Hong Kong, which is “the 
New York City of Asia,” with 
all the modern conveniences. 


1.2 billion people 


Markey repeated over and 
over the figure 1.2 billion, 
which is the number of people 
in China. 

“You can’t ignore one- 
quarter of the world’s popula- 
tion,” he said. “You can’t ig- 
nore a country this potentially 
sophisticated and powerful.” 

He noted the country’s gross 
national product (GNP) is 
growing at a rate of about 10 
percent a year, compared to 
about 3 percent a year for the 
United States. 

If this rate of growth con- 
tinues, the two countries will 
have the same size economy by 
the year 2010, he said. The dif- 
ference, Markey noted, would 
be that the Chinese economy 
includes some 1.2 billion people 
whereas the U.S. population is 
about a fifth of that. 

How many people is 1.2 bil- 
lion. Markey quipped that 
when ‘a new “super highway” 
was built to the Great Wall of 
China, a snow storm hit the 
day before the official opening. 
With no snow removal equip- 
ment, what did they do? They 
simply took about 100,000 
people and shoveled off the 50- 
or-so miles of the new road- 
way. 

Another example he gave in- 
volved the president accepting 
an invitation for a boat ride 
gown the main river of Shang- 

ai. 

Aside from the normal 
security measures, including 
Navy Seals swimming along- 
side the boat, the Chinese 
government positioned a police 
officer in every room with a 
window overlooking the river, 
again a staggering number. 


The future: 


One stop on the trip was in 
Shanghai, where, Markey 
quipped, he saw “the new Red 
Army” — some 500 industrious 
young business people dressed 
in red, working the floor of the 
stock exchange, pursuing capi- 
talism in its most basic form. 


These are individuals, he 
said, that will hopefully lead 
the Chinese companies and 
economy into the future. 

Markey noted that over time 
the U.S. economy base went 
from agriculture to industry to 
technology.

Get to work! The best place 
to work at preventing and 
treating repetitive stress 
injuries, such as carpal tunnel, 
syndrome, may be at work. 

Simple strengthening and 
stretching exercises, which 
can be performed at a desk, 
may do the job for workers 
suffering from painful repeti- 
tive stress injuries. 

Here are a few exercises to 

, stretch out your work day. 
Before starting any exercise 
program be sure to discuss it 
with your doctor. 

* To stretch your hand, start 
with the palm flat down on the 
table, fingers spread. Arch the 
hand by pressing down with 
the thumb and little finger 
(almost like a mini-pushup for 
the hand). Count to five, then 
release. Repeat ten to fifteen 
times, two or three times a 
day. 

¢ Place the palms of your 
hands together and push, rais- 
ing your elbows to increase the 
stretch. In the beginning, five 
to ten seconds may be the 
longest you can hold this posi- 
tion without strain. Repeat 
five times. 

« Make a fist, keeping the 
thumb outside. Bend your 
wrist forward, without forcing 
as far as it will go. Rotate 
your wrist in the widest circle 
possible. Allow 15 to 20 sec- 
onds to complete each circle. 
Complete two circles in one 
direction, then repeat in the 
other direction. 

* To stretch your arms and 
shoulders, lace your fingers 
together above, your head, 
palms facing up. Stretch your

Swimmer's ear is common 


It’s that time of season, mil- 
lions of people flock to their 
favorite swimming spots to beat 
the summer heat. Unfortunately, 
it is also the time when some of 
these people flock to a hospital 
emergency room for treatment 
of a painful ear infection called 
swimmer’s ear. 

“Swimmer’s ear is one of the 
most common ear problems 
seen by ear, nose and throat 
physicians (otolaryngologists) 
during the summer months,” 
says Massachusetts Eye and 
Ear Infirmary otologist Steven 
Rauch, M.D. 

Medically known as external 
otitis, swimmer’s ear is an infec- 
tion of the outer ear canal that 
occurs mainly during humid, hot 
weather. It often is initiated by 
trauma, such as a scratch in the 
ear canal; or by swimming, as 
prolonged exposure to water 
softens the ear canal’s skin 
allowing bacteria to penetrate 
the skin and cause an infection.

According to Dr. Rauch, early 
symptoms of swimmer’s ear 
include pain in and around the 
ear, often aggravated by move- 
ments of the jaw. In later stages, 
the infection may cause the ear 
canal to swell shut, resulting in 
hearing loss; there may be dis- 
charge from the ear; and the 
pain can become excruciating. 


Treatment for swimmer’s ear 
can include antibiotic ear drops, 
oral antibiotics, and pain med- 
ication. In some cases, a wick is 
inserted in the ear canal to help 
dry out the ear. "Fortunately”, 
says Dr. Rauch, “the majority of 
cases of swimmer’s ear are pre- 
ventable.” He offers the follow- 
ing tips for protecting the ear 
and preventing ear infections: 

¢ Do not use pens, cotton 
swabs or other objects to clean 
the ears or to remove wax from 
the ear canal. A healthy ear 
usually is self-cleaning. 

*Remove any water from the 
ear canal after swimming or 
showering by placing a dropper- 
ful of rubbing alcohol in each 
ear. The alcohol works as an 
antiseptic and dries out the ear 
canal as it evaporates.

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¢ Use a hair dryer on a low, 
warm setting to blow warm air 
into the ear to speed up the 
water’s rate of evaporation.
